ILLINOIS BOY SENTENCED

Russell McWilliams to Serve Life

Henry Horner today commut- 
ed to imprisonment for 99 years 
the death sentence under which 
Russell McWilliams, 18 years old, 
Rockford, Ill., was to have been ex- 
ecuted Friday at Joliet peniten- 
tiary. 


Clarence Darrow, has been sen- 
tenced to electrocution three times 
in the 20 months since he shot 
and killed William Sayles, a street- 
car motorman, in an attempted 
holdup at Rockford: 

His case was twice taken before 
the State Pardon Board, which last 
year refused clemency, and twice 
before the State Supreme Court, 
which ordered new trials. 

Darrow pleaded that the life of 
the youth be spared when the new

Since his third convic- 
tion two months ago, the Rockford 
boy has been in a death cell in the 
Joliet prison, his third trip there.

of insanity, Dr. Pinkert said: 
“When a person attempts to feign 
insanity, he must feign something 
he knows about. The ordinary per- 
son knows and feigns only two 
kinds of insanity—one is your gib- 
bering, drooling idiot, the other is 
your raving maniac. They attempt 
to feign one or the other—and they 
jump right into the last stages.” 

He said Mrs. Judd suffered from 
dementia praecox. 

“Like Putty for an Expert.” 

“She is putty in the hands of an 
expert in ganity,” Dr. Pinkert de- 
clared. “She can be made to 
laugh or cry in a space of one min- 
ute. I can do it—a psychiatrist for 
the State can do it.” 

He said, however, antagonism 
would produce a condition known 
as “mutuism.” “She would freeze 
up,” he declared. 

“A person in that state will not 
co-operate—they want to fight”—— 

“Fight! Mrs. Judd spoke up sud- 
denly. “Fight! They stole $15 out 
of my drawer!” 

She wept a moment and 
became quiet again. 

“Perfect Picture of Insanity.” 

“If she had the acting ability of 
Sarah Bernhardt, Ruth Judd could 
not produce the perfect picture of 
insanity she presents,” Dr. Pinkert 
asserted. 

“Would it be possible for me to 
coach that girl, so that even a lay- 
man would be deceived?” “No,” 
answered the witness. “I couldn't 
coach her myself—and I consider 
myself competent.” 

“She presents hallucinations,” he 
continued. “She sees two people 
talking, and immediately concludes 
they’re talking about her. She lacks 
the judgment to present a coherent 
story—it is hash.” 

He said “She is always doing 
something — playing with key 
ehains, wrapping her handkerchief 
about her hand, swinging her foot. 

“Her peculiar crouching position, 
chin in hands, body rocking—a po- 
sition she has, assumed daily in the 
courtroom,” Dr. Pinkert described 
as “found oftimes in dementia prae- 
cox.”

GYPSY GIRL ON STAND 
DENIES PART IN HOLDUP 


Says She Was Never on Street 
Where Filling Station 
Was Robbed. 


Clara Costa, 20-year-old sypsy 
beauty charged with robbery with 


a deadly weapon, took the stand 
today to tell a jury in Circuit Judge 
Hoffmeister’s court she was not 
near the scene of the robbery at 
the time it occurred. 

Resplendent in a flowing gown 
of yellow satin, accented by an 
orchid head dress and a shawl of 
bright rose, the defendant testified 
she had spent most of the day in 
front of her mother’s fortune tell- 
ing establishment in the 1500 block 
of Franklin avenue. 

About 4 o’clock on the afternoon 
of Feb. 2, a half hour after the rob- 
bery, she went, Mrs. Costa said, 
to the home of a sick friend on 
South Broadway. Never, she tes- 
tified, had she been on Bates 
street, where the robpery took 
place. 

She had been identified, how- 
ever, by William Janus, attendant 
who was. held up and robbed of 
$4.50 as one of the two gypsy wom- 
en who held him up and robbed 
him in the filling station at 3750 
Bates street. : 

It was the diminutive defendant, 
he testified, who pointed a revol- 
ver at him, while her companion, 
who has not been apprehended, 
rifled the cash register. After they 
had left the station, he said, he ran 
out and saw four gypsy women 
speeding away in a Packard sedan 
driven by a man. 

Aloysius Soue, attendant in a ga- 
rage 100 feet away from the filling 
station, likewise identified Mrs. 
Costa as one of the two gypsy 
women he had seen enter the fill- 
ing station when it was robbed. 

Mrs. Costa’s alibi was substanti- 
ated by three men and a woman 
wit» told of seeing her on Franklin 
avenue about the time of the rob- 
bery. 

At the counsel table with the de- 
fendant William Baer and Joseph 
Letorney were busy making notes 
and objections while the State wit- 
nesses hn being heard. Letorney 
outline e defense case ina state- 
ment to the jury. 

There are two bands of gypsies 
in St. Louis, Letorney said, andthe 
group of which Mrs. Costa is a 
member, has nothing to do with the 
other band, which owns a Packard 
sedan. 

While Janus did not weaken in 
his identification, attorneys for 
Mrs. Costa, on cross-examination, 
developed several discrepancies in 
his testimony. At a preliminary 
hearing he testified he had seen 
Mrs. Casta enter the automobile 
in which the robbers fled, and 
that she wore a head-dress at the 
time of the robbery. Yesterday he 
said he had not seen her enter the 
car, and that she wore no head- 
dress. 


‘|IFRANCIS CHOSEN 


AS ATTORNEY FOR 
P.§.C0. RECEIVER 


General Counsel for Com- . — 


pany Named by Judge 
Davis—Salaries Not Yet 
Fixed. 


T. E. Francis, general ‘attorney 
for the St. Louis Public Service 
Co., today was appointed attorney 
for the receiver of the company by 
Federal Judge Davis. Former 
Mayor Henry W. Kiel is . the re- 
ceiver. 

The appointment of Francis was 
announced after he had conferred 
with Judge Davis at noon. Judge 
Davis said he had not yet decided 
what salaries will be fixed for the 
receiver and his attorney. Francis 
has been general counsel for the 
Public Service Co. since it took 
over the street railway system in 
1927. He was in the legal depart- 
ment of the United Railways Co. 
before it went into receivership in 
1919 and remained with it through- 
out that receivership. 

Seizure of the Public Service Co.’s 
bank deposits last Wednesday, pre- 
cipitating the receivership, adds to 
the uncertainty of the city’s collect- 
ing its 1932 property tax bill of 
more than $500,000 against the 
eompany. 

The importance of this money to 
the city is emphasized at this time, 
when the depression has reduced 
revenue and increased demands for 
city contributions to the relief of 
unemployment and destitution. _ 

The tax bill was in dispute, the 
company asserting it was excessive, 
and suits are pending for a review 
of the assessment. In any event, 
the company expected to have to 
pay most of the bill and had ac- 
cumulated funds in its bank depos- 
its for that purpose. Its cash as of 
last Dec. 31, when the tax bill was 
due, was $656,221, and comparable 
balances had been maintained since 
then. 

Significance has been attached to 
the fdct that the banks chose a 
time to call the company’s $10,- 
000,000 loan when the company had 
large balances on deposit. The 
banks to which the company owed 
the $10,000,000 loan applied the de- 
posits which they held to payment 
of the loan, thus taking the money 
the company had intended to use to 
pay its taxes. The company had 
deposits in all of the three St. Louis 
banks participating in the loan, as 
well as in another St. Louis hank. 

Company’s Offer Refused. 

The total property tax bill against 
the company for its property in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County was 
$657,080, on an assessed valuation 
of $25,000,000. The company con- 
tended the tax should not exceed 
$525,464 and tendered that amount 
in payment, which was refused by 
the city and county collectors. 

The part of the tax due in the 
city was $552,260, divided as  fol- 
lows: For municipal funds, $350,- 
705; for school funds, $171,322; for 
State funds, $30,233. The tax due 
in St. Louis County was $104,820. 
These taxes became delinquent Jan. 
1, but under an emergency bill en- 
acted by the Legislature penalties 
will be waived if they are paid on 
or before June 30. 

It will be recalled that when the 
street railways went into an earlier 
receivership April 12, 1919, it owed 
to the city delinquent mill taxes of 
about $2,400,000. The city later ac- 
cepted preferred stock of the Pub- 


lic Service Co. in settlement of this 


bill,

NEW YORK, April 18.—The Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme 
Court today upheld the right of

Into Dr. Obrock’s 
Failure to Administer Pas- 
teur Treatments. 


The St. Louis County Court be- 
gan an investigation today to de 


termine whether, in its opinion, Dr. 
L. C. Obrock, County Health Com- 
missioner, properly discharged the 
duties of his office when he failed 
to give the Pasteur treatment to 
six persons bitten by a dog Feb. 
28, two of whom have died. Dr. 
Obrock did not believe the dog 
was rabid. 

Decision to conduct the inquiry 
followed the death last night of 
rabies of Roy M. Bales, 10-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Earl Bales, 193 
Northridge drive, Riverview Gar- 
dens, St. Louis County. ; 

The other death, on April 8, was 
that of James Fleming, 197 North- 
ridge drive, two days after he had 
been told by Dr. Obrock that a Pas- 
teur treatment was unnecessary. An 
autopsy report confirmed a death 
certificate assigning heart disease 
as the cause of death, but Dr. Dow- 
ney Harris, a bacteriologist and 
specialist on hydrophobia, an- 
nounced, after a microscopic exam- 
ination of the brain, that Fleming 
died of rabies. 

The first step in the court’s in- 
quiry will be to review affidavits 
sworn to before William Bray, at- 
torney for the court, by the other 
four persons in the neighborhood 
who were bitten by the dog and 
now are under observation at St. 
Louis County Hospital, where the 
Bales boy died. ‘ 

The affidavits, made by Gilbert 
Fleming, 21-year-old son of James 
Fleming; Charles Marhanka, 34, 
machinist, 199 Northridge drive; 


Hoover drive, and Joseph Milkovitz, 
21, 103 Fork drive, incorporate their 
assertions that Dr. Obrock failed 
to give them the serum when they 
visited him several times at his 
Clayton office. 

Judge William S. Schramm, one 
of the two Democratic majority 
members of the County Court, said 
that if the affidavits justified it, 
the Court would summon before it 
Dr. Obrock; examiners at a labor- 
story which Dr. Obrock stated cer- 
tified the dog was not suffering 
from rabies, causing him to advise 
against the Pasteur treatment; Dr. 
William G. Patton, superintendent 
of the County Hospital, and any 
other witnesses whose testimony 
may be pertinent. | 

Earl Bales, an unemployed sheet 
metal workers, the father of the 
boy, said that he was so distraught 
he had not determined on his 
course of action, although his 
neighbors who complained to the 
County Court said they did so part- 
ly to assist in any action he might 
bring as well as on their own be- 
half. He has three daughters and 
a baby boy. 

A few days aftr the biting and 
after the dog had died, Bales re- 
lated, he went to Dr. Obrock to in- 
quire about treatment for his son. 
He said that he told Dr. Obrock: 

“The boy is my boy—I’m_ wor- 
ried—how about the Pasteur treat- 
ment?” but that the health officer 
replied the laboratory examination 
of the dog had indicated it was 
free from rabies and therefore no

ing that “I wouldn’t give it to my 
brother.” 

“I certainly took it for a refusal,” 
Bales continued, “no matter if he 
chooses to call it ‘advice.’” 

Dr. R. L. Thompson, of the Na- 
tional Pathological Laboratories, in 
the University Club Building, where 
the dog was examined, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the labora- 
tory report made to Dr. Obrock 
stated that while no indication of 
rabies was apparent it carried the 
notation that “this does not exclude 
the possibility of rabies.” 

The four men under observation 
and treatment at the hospital told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that Dr. 
Obrock insisted the Pasteur treat- 
ment was unnecessary when they 
requésted it, but that last Sunday, 
the day after Roy Bales was taken 
to the hospital in grave condition, 
he visited their neighborhood and 
“gave us a shot.” 

“He told us he was just doing it 
as a precaution,” Marhanka said. 

Dr. Obrock’s Explanation. 

Dr. Obrock referred today to his 
disposition of the cases as a matter 
of ‘professional judgment, based on 
laboratory reports and case histo- 
ries. 

“We don’t refuse anybody treat- 
ment,” Dr. Obrock asserted, “but 
the method of treatment is a mat- 
ter of judgment. All we have to 
go by is the laboratory report. In 
this case the report indicated the 
absence of negri bodies in the dog. 
Authorities agree that such ab- 
sence eliminates rabies. The extra 
notation, about the possibility of 
the disease in spite of a “negative’ 
report is just to protect the labo- 
ratory. 

“Why, if I have nothing to sup- 
port my administering the Pasteur 
treatment .and. something goe# 
wrong with the serum—I’m in hot 
water.” 

Dr. Obrock said he had received 
no report of the existence of rabies 
in Fleming’s brain and did not 
know of the biting -ntil after the 
dog was dead. He said his depart- 
ment had given 75 Pasteur treat- 
ments since April 1 and added that 
“if I hadn’t gone to the County 
Court and had a quarantine order 
issued we would have had a real 
epidemic.” He urged people to 
muzzle their dogs and have them 
inoculated. 

“The County Court has nothing 
to do with the merits of the cases 
coming to this office,” Dr. Obrock 
said, “for that is a matter of the 
physician’s judgment. On the re

“IT very much dislike insinuations 
that I misrepresented things to His 
Majesty’s Government. 

“With reference to the charges 
against me—the first one is that of 
spying, and the only seriously evi- 
dence I can see against me is a 
document signed by Thornton and 
known here as deposition No. 26. 

“T want to say that I have known 
Thornton 22 years and I am per 
fectly certain he could not sign @ 
document like that voluntarily. 
That document contains the names 
of 27 people, all of whom he ao- 
cuses of being members of a spy- 
ing organization.

Monkhouse stood straight before 
the amplifying microphone in the 
courtroom and gpoke in a calm, 
even voice. But his hands, clasped 
behind his back, trembled. 

A. W. Gregory, another of the 
British engineers, drew open laugh- 
ter from audience, Judges and 
prosecutors when, as the last of 
his countrymen to make a state 
ment, he grinned broadly and de- 
clared: 

“The public prosecutor having 
withdrawn the charges against 
me, I have nothing to say.” 


Woman Is Defiant. 


Madame Anna Kutuzova,. the 
only woman defendant, exhibited 
the only defiance among the Rus- 
sian prisoners. 

“I am accused of selling myself 
for face powder and perfume,” 
she said proudly, her eyes flash- 
ing, “but I have used them when 
employed in Soviet offices and will 
continue to use them in the fu- 
ture.” 

She along with the rest, however, 
reminded the Court that she had 
confessed and asked that this be 
considered in the verdict. 

Vassili Gusev stood dejectedly be- 
fore the Court when he was called 
on for his statement and promised 
to devote the rest of his life to the 
Soviet cause if the Judges spared 
him. The statements of the other 
Russians were almost exact dupli- 
cates of his. 

The prosecution made no rebut- 
tal after defense attorneys had 
spoken. Andrey Vishinsky, the 
chief of the prosecution, said it was 
“not necessary.” 

Final appeals for six British en- 
gineers and 11 Russians, all charged 
with espionage, sabotage and brib- 
ery, were completed early in the 
day by their delegated attorneys.

Borah for Controlled — 
Only Way to Raise Commodity 
Prices, Restore Nation, He Says 


National Income Must Be Increased; Redivi- 
sion Will Not Do Farmer or Anyone Else 
Any Permanent Good, He Argues.

WASHINGTON, April 18. — As- 
serting that civilization depends 
upon the finding of a method to in- 
crease commodity prices, Senator 
Borah of Idaho gave the Senate 
late yesterday a studied and com- 
prehensive summing up of the case 
for currency inflation. 

Borah was speaking on the “free 
silver” amendment of Senator 
Wheeler of Montana to the pend- 
ing farm relief bill. When the Ida- 
ho Senator learned from Senator 
Robinson of Arkansas, the majority 
leader, that President Roosevelt 
was opposed to the Wheeler pro- 
posal, he voted against it. 

The farm relief bill, Borah said, 
was “a sincere, honest, heroic effort 
to be of some service to American 
agriculture.” 

“But it is my belief,” he added, 
“that unless we have the courage 
to sit down regardless of .party and 
work out a sound method of infla- 
tion, this measure will prove as un- 
satisfactory in six months as did 
the farm marketing act. This mea- 
sure will not of itself stop the fall 
of prices, and like all legislation 
it will crumble under the avalanche 
of depression if prices do not rise.” 

Borah was insistent that he did 
not favor uncontrolled inflation, the 
flooding of this country with “print- 
ing press” or fiat money. 

One Essential Step. 

“When we speak of inflation,” he 
said, “the reply is that it means 
trouble, and greater distress. To 
my mind the answer to that is that 
unless we can arrest the fall of 
prices the distress which is ahead 
is infinitely worse than anything 
we have experienced in the past. 
All our scheme for rebuilding the 
industries of the United States and 
rehabilitating agriculture rests 
upon the proposition of successful- 
ly arresting the fall of commodity 
prices and bringing about an in- 
crease ‘2 them. I ask in all sin- 
cerity, how are we going to do that 
except through a well-thought-out, 
controlled system of inflation? Has 
anyone suggested at any time dur- 
ing this period of depression any 
effective means of raising the 
prices of commodities other than 
through the currency or the money 
question ? 

Borah presented statistics to 
show the deflationary trend of the 
last four years, and argued that 
there must be inflation to counter- 
act the continued falling of prices. 
He pointed out that the farm mar- 
keting act and the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation of the Hoover 
administration had failed in their 
primary purposes, namely, to restore 
confidence and maintain prices. 
The pending measure, he predicted, 
would likewise fail unless some 
method was found to increase the 
income of all the people. 

“We are seeking by this measure 
to raise the price of farm commodi- 
ties at the expense of the urban 
piweller,” he said. “Bear in mind 
that the entire income of the Unit- 
ed States only a few short years 
ago was about $83,000,000,000 to 
$84,000,000,000. It is now about $37,- 
000,000,000 to $40,000,000,000. We 
cannot successfully serve the cause 
of the American people by raising 
the price of commodities for one 
group at the expense of another 


by which to increase the income of 
the nation as a whole. With this 
impoverished national’ income, no 
healthy or permanent relief will 
come of dividing it up again. 


Income Must Increase. 

“There is only $37,000,000,000 to 
$40,000,000,000 of income to be di- 
vided among the American people 
as an entirety; and unless we can 
find a means*by which to increase 
that income to the people as a 
whole we shall not succeed by giv- 
ing a little more of it to this group 
and taking some from that group. 
That may give a higher price for a 
time to the farmer, but unless the 
national income in increased, it will 
be only temporary.” 

Following up this thought, Borah 
added: 

“Suppose the price of commodi- 
ties continues to fall; what becomes 
of the proposition of scaling down 
the debts under this program which 
we have before us? Although the 
debt may have been scaled 
down under the fall which is tak- 
ing place, it will be only a short 
time until the farmer proportion- 
ately is in no better position to re- 
deem himself than he was before it 
took place. 

“Suppose we undertake to bal- 
ance the budget, and succeed in 
balancing the budget today, and 
prices continue to fall, and taxes 
continue to decrease, as of late. We 
will have an unbalanced budget 
from month to month, just as we 
had under the previous administra- 
tion. There is no escaping the fact

“The farmer,” said Borah, “has 
seen his taxes rise in the last 10 
years 300 per cent. That is on the 
face of the paper; but when he 
comes to sell his commodity to se- 
cure means with which to pay his 
taxes, he finds that his taxes have 
risen from’ 600 to 700 per cent. It 
is the same way with his ee 
He may have had a mortgage of 
$5000 in 1929. Now, although it 
stands as the same upon paper, he 
has a mortgage of from 10 to 12 
thousand dollars, through no act 
of his own, through no additional 
loan, through no change in the note, 
but through the constant increase 
in the value of the dollar. 

“Since 1929 bank deposits have 
shrunk $21,000,000,000. Eight and a 
half billion is in closed banks; two 
and a half billion is hoarded cur- 
rency, and 10 billions has been the 
result of a reduction of bank cred- 
its.

“If I had my way about it, I 
would be ready to attach a clause 
to this bill giving the Government 
the power and authority, and di- 
recting it, to pay: 60 cents on the 
dollar for every one of the frozen 
dollars and take an assignment. 
That would be one way in which, 
with justice and perfect safety and 
fairness to American depositors, we 
could increase or inflate the cur- 
rency of this country.” 

The Idaho Senator said that after 
authorizing the Government to free 
60 per cent of the frozen bank de- 
posits, he would follow with a 
bank-guaranty law. 

“If we are going to punish men 
for hoarding,” he declared, “let us 
first give them a safe place to de- 
posit their money.” 

Speaking directly on the Wheeler 
proposal to remonetize _ silver, 
Borah said that “free silver’ was 
only a subdivision of the inflation 
question. 

“My deliberate judgment,” he 
said, “is that the way to deal with 
the silver question is through an 
international agreement, and that 
we ought to support the President 
in the way which will be most con- 
ducive to his success in that. re- 
spect. If I knew that the President 
desired that this measure be not 
adopted, I would vote against it. 
He is to carry the silver cause 
through the international confer- 
ence, and I would not want to em- 
barrass him in so vital a matter.” 

It was at this point that Sena- 
tor Robinson of Arkansas  an- 
nounced that the President opposed 
the measure. Borah replied that 
he would respect the President’s 
wishes.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 18.— 
The Senate yesterday afternoon 
cut appropriations for State educa- 
tional institutions more than $1,- 
500,000 under their actual] expendi- 
tures in the short-rationed years of 
1931 and 1932. 

It also badly crippled the State 
in its resistance to the fire insur- 
ance companies’ 16 2-3 per cent rate 
increase. 

Unless the State university, the 
teachers’ colleges and the other 
educational institutions can restore 
a part of the appropriation in the 
legislative conference committees, 
they will be forced to reduce sal- 
aries and discharge instructors and 
generally to go on a starvation diet. 

University Hard Hit. 

The Senate cut the appropriation 
of every educational institution, 
starting with the State university. 
Two years ago the university re- 
ceived an appropriation of $3,303,- 
500 from the general revenue fund. 
Because of a shortage in revenue 
it reduced its expenditures to the 
minimum and used only $2,424,373 
of the appropriation. Yesterday the 
Senate allotted it only $1,750,006 
from the State revenue for 1933 and 
1934—-$774,367 less than it expended 
in the past two years. 

The university, as have other edu- 
cational institutions, has additional 
funds derived from students’ fees, 
but as the total of these is required 
each year to eke out the scant 
State allotment, there is no excess 
in that source to be drawn on to 
make up for the cut in the State 
appropriation this year. 

Reductions for Other Schools. 

Similar reductions were made in 
the appropriations of the five 
teachers’ colleges, which, in 1931 
and 1932, expended $1,804,248. This 
year they are given $1,359,792— 
$444,456 less than they expended in 
the preceding period. 

The Rolla School of Mines will 
have $350,250. It expended $475,999 
in 1931 and 1932. 

Lincoln University in Jefferson 
City will have $303,200. It used 
$479,152 in 1931 ‘and 1932. 

The School for the Deaf in Fulton 
will have $225,000. It used $333,- 
321 in 1931 and 1932. 

The School for the Blind in St. 
Louis will have -$100,200. It used 
$112,120 in 1931 and 1932.

System of Nominating Judges.

S A CITIZEN of Illinois, I note with 
A some degree of amusement the argu 
ments advanced in Missouri by those 
who wish to substitute the convention 
system for the primary election in choos- 
ing Judges. z 
It is easy to understand why Pender- 
gast, or any other political boss, should 
desire such a‘change. The man or wom- 
an. who has advanced beyond kinder- 
garten mentally and hes had some expe- 
rience in the world’s busy bustle, cannot 
fail to understand that. Conventions, 
whether national, state or very local, are, 
have always been and will continue to be 
operated, often by remote control, by @ 
mere handful of interested persons.

No other problem of the present municipal admin- 
istration is so important as the use’St. Louis is to 
make of this freedom. Mr. Kiel cannot give the city 
a modern transportation system. The best he can do 
is to give suth service as is possible with the old 
system. 

Modern transportation is a mattér of community 
vision, a matter of the city’s will to do what can 
be done. The time has passed when the streets of 
the city should be turned over to anybody. The city 
itself should use them, and it should make modern 
transportation a means of making money for the city. 
That is what many of the great cities are doing. 
Necessity has compelled them to drive out the ex- 
ploiter and make the city itself the beneficiary of 
transportation profits. 

Private ownerhip of transportation, something that 
is rapidly passing everywhere, cannot come back in 
St. Louis. The city must move into a field which pri- 
vate enterprise is abandoning.

INCE the ninth day of March, when the 

Congress was called into special session 

by President Roosevelt, we have enacted 
into law some of the most constructive and 
far-reaching bills for the purpose of econ- 
omizing in governmental expenses and bal- 
ancing the budget. It is hardly believable 
that so much economy could be achieved in 
so short a space of time. 

Mr. Speaker, the interest on the public 
debt, varying in interest rates from about 
one-third of 1 per cent to 4% per cent, 
amounts to about $700,000,000 annually. The 
largest item of this interest was made neces- 
sary by floating bonds to win the World 
War. It was incurred at the ‘same time we 
mobilized 4,000,000 men and sent 2,000,000 
of tiem to foreign shores, the same men 
whose benefits, gratuities, and pensions were 
reduced and taken away in the economy bil]. 

Although we have economized by taking 
from those that labor and have jabored, by 
taking from those who are disabled and will 
be disabled, we have not taken one solitary 
cént from the interest charges on the bonds 
that are now, 15 years after the war, held 
by a comparatively few people that own and 
control four-fifths of the nation’s wealth.

ART SCHOOL AWARD 


Homan Quen and Otto Keisker 
to Get Trips to Eu- 
rope. 


Otto Keisker, who never : lost 
sight of his goal as an artist in 
six years out of school, won the 
John T. Milliken travel scholarship 
yesterday at St. Louis School of 
Fine Arts, Washington University. 

He had competed for the medal 
twice before and lost, but this year 
he scored a phenomenal 98. - The. 
next highest mark was 83.915, 
scored by Homan Quen, a oe 
who pays his way by working in 
Chinese restaurants. Three points 
below Quen were two students less 
than a point apart—Walter Webb, 
80.721, and Myra Deibel, 80. 

To Quen, who last year won the 
Wayman Crow medal with a year's 
tuition, was awarded the Art Ailli- 
ance scholarship. Both awards pro- 
vide for a summer’s travel in Eu- 
ropean art centers, with disposition 
of the time, and: the $950 which 
each carries, left entirely to the 
taste of the student. 

Kiesker, who is 27 years old, won 
the Wayman Crow medal and 
scholarship, awarded each year for 
the greatest progress in all sub- 
jects, in 1929. Aithough interested 
in art since he first held a pen- 
cil, he did not study it in high 
school, chiefly, he said yesterday, 
because it carried little credit to- 
ward a diploma. 

But the interest grew after he 
graduated and went to work as 
a bank clerk, and soon he was sav- 
ing his pennies toward tuition in 
the art school. Each summer since 
he enrolled, except one spent in 
the Ozarks with Quen two years 
ago, when both had tuition ahead, 
Keisker has worked on the West- 
borough golf courge, near his home. 

Quen, who is 23 years old, gradu- 
ated from Eugene Field School 
seven years ago and went to work 
in a laundry in Madison. Later he 
worked in restaurants, sketching 
on the backs of menus in idle 
moments and planning to enter art 
school when he could afford it.

MENACEDBY LACK 
OF CASH LEE SAYS 


Districts Will Close Year 
With Deficit. 


Missouri’s schoo] system must re- 
ceive larger support from State 
revenues’ or will be in danger of 
collapse, Charles A. Lee, State Su- 
perintendent of Schools, told the 
Public Schools Patrons’ = Alliance 
last night at Roosevelt High School. 

While Missouri ranks compara- 
tively high in the total spent for 
public education, Lee said, it ranks 
about fortieth in State contribu- 
tions to education, being largely 
dependent on local taxation. His 
talk was along the line of the ar- 
gument he advanced fecently for 
a sales tax, defeated in the present 
Legislature. 

Lee said the present system of 
taxation was breaking down, both 
in rural and urban areas. The to- 
tal of delinquent taxes in the State 
on March 1, 1932, he said, was $37,- 
588,127. About two-thirds of the 
delinquency was on property in 
urban centers, which had 58 per 
cent of the total assessed valua- 
tion. Other areas, with 42 per cent 
of the assessed valuation, Lee said, 
had 34 per cent of the delinquent 
taxes. 

High Tax Delinquency Rate. 

In urban districts, he added, it 
would take a levy of $1.12 on each 
$100 of assessed preperty to wipe. 
out the delinquency, while in the 
rural districts that could be accom- 
plished with a levy of 80 cents. 

He contrasted the financing of 
education with that of highway 
construction. The State will re- 
ceive more revenue from license 
fees and gasoline taxes during the 
next biennium and with it will 
build more roads,.than in a similar 
period of past prosperous years, he 
said. — 

“As individuals,” Lee asked, “are | 
we spending our money on certain 
things as we did in the prosperity 
era, and denying to our children 
the things they ought to have? 
That is what the State is doing.” 

Three-Fifths of Districts Short. 

Basing his conclusions on data 
collected from 200 school districts, 
Lee estimated that 2000 rural 
schools in Missouri will close the 
year with deficits and that more 
than 1500 would have deficits had 
not teachers contributed their serv- 
ices without compensation for from 
one to four months. Salaries for 
high school teachers, he said, had 
been cut 30 per cent on an average, 
and more than three-fifths of all 
high school districts were short of 
funds. 

Next year, he said, more than a 
third of the rural schools would be 
unable to-finance an eight-month 
term, and half of all rural school 
teachers would receive for their 
services during the year $400 or 
less. 

High school facilities, he predict- 
ed, would be denied to thousands 
of boys and girls because of the 
closing of schools. More than half 
of the high school districts, he 
said, would ve unable to provide a 
satisfactory minimum program for 
the next year.

WASHINGTON, April 18.-~Spe- 
cific and general denial of all 
charges outlined in an amended ar- 
ticle of impeachment ageinst Fed- 
eral Judge Harold Louderback of 
San Francisco was entered before 
the Senate today by his counsel. 

The article in question, amended 
by House managers at the request 
of counsel for the Judge who held 
it was not speciific enough, had 
been presented to the Senate sit- 
ting as a court, earlier in the day. 

It charged Louderback with 
wrongdoing in the four receivership 
cases mentioned in the first four 
articles of impeachment, and cited 
“newspaper comment” about his ap- 
pointing, while a State Judge, Guy 
H. Gilbert as an appraiser of “cer- 
tain real estate.” The article said 
Louderback knew Gilbert to be un- 
qualified, 

In addition to denying the specifi- 
cations in the amended article, 
counsel for Louderback announced 
the House managers had agreed to 
strike out reference to the “real 
estate” case unless they could show 
to what specific case it referred. 

Also, counsel added—and Chair- 
man Sumners of the House Judici- 
ary Committee as head of the 
House managers, agreed that the 
actions of Louderback while a 
State Judge were not impeachable 
by the Federal Government. 

Sumners told the Senate there 
was no “attempt to impeach Lou- 
derback by reason of something he 
did as a State Judge.” 

Walter H. Linforth, of counsel for 
Louderbeck, informed the . Senate 
the House managers had agreed not 
to present testimony on anything 
contained in the amended fifth ar- 
ticle that did not relate to the spe- 
cific receivership cases mentioned 
in the first‘ four artficles. 

After a brief session to receive 
counsel’s pleadings to the amended 
article, the Court recessed until 
May 15, when the actual trial be-

- most disabling. 

The sick headache, as migraine 
is called by its sufferers, usually 
completely incapacitates the indi- 
vidual, making him both useless and 
miserable.

The classical description of mi- 
graine defines it as an. acute ache 
affecting one side of the head, aeso- 
ciated with disturbances in vision, 
and with nausea, which sometimes 
leads to vomiting. 

While this description is of the

One-hundred-per- 
cent Kreuger. On the day Kreuger 
shot himself this Norwegian, who 
lives in America, received a letter 
containing instructions to take a 
certain package out of certain 
bank and to bring it to a. certain 
station where an unknown man 
with a certain flower in his button- 
hole would take it. The Norwegian 
carried out the instructions faith- 
fully. Kreuger’s assistants were al- 
ways receiving secret messages that 
they obeyed blindly, for who would 
doubt Kreuger? The next day the 
Norwegian in America received a 
telegram announcing Kreuger’s 
death. It was then that misgivings 
began to set in, and justly so, for 
so and so many millions were miss- 
ing. Whether they were genuine 
or false millions I don’t know, but 
that makes no difference. The Nor- 
wegian was an honorable man. 
Kreuger always worked with hon- 
orable people. He presented him- 
self to the committee of inquiry. 
‘He gave all his evidence and the 
story came out in the newspapers. 
What more do you want? If 
proof is needed, here is proof that 
Kreuger is alive. 


ND it is not a miracle, either. 

What Kreuger accomplished 

when he fooled the whole 
world as Ivar.
